“I w»ns at Wheeler’s baiher shop on 
tho night the bob sled party staited 
for HcNeilly’s, and whilft I was there 
four of my friends 6ame to tho shop 
and said they had attem pted to rido 
out with the bob sled cro\Vd, hut were 
put off.
